The noise of running combustion engines, with frequent 
misfiring and delayed ignition, probably aircraft engines, 
was repeatedly heard in the afternoon from the Buecker 
Plant at the north corner of the field, which was sur- 
rounded by four occupied guard towers, the longest un- 
interrupted running time was twenty minutes.
